The special' delivery service, in 


Rushville maintains about an aver- 
age for each month, excepting the 
Christmas period when late mailers 
put on the extra stamp to 
secure 


prompt delivery. 


The average for the 'office here, 


according to the records.of the bus- 
iness in charge of Charles H. Brown, 
assistant postmaster, shows - more 
than 500 a month. As an example 
the moiith of September there were 
496 letters delivered in fhe city with 
the special delivery stamps! In-.ad- 
dition there were 58 packages de- 
livered. 


The total special delivary busines's 


for the last, fiscal year at the post- 
office showed 7,091, and .the business 
shows ichreases each month. 


The biggest single day during the 


fiscal year was November 8, when 
255 specials had to be taken care 
of, and this one day's business 
caused November last yearto>xceed 
all other months, even December, 
with the Christmas rush. These two 
months, however, were close togeth- 
er, and were not far from 800.
